all the objects of tLe rebellion, and that, 
therefore, they have a right, a 
natural right, independent of and 
- Lperior to ail human constitotions, 
all human laws, all human usages, to keep 
the power in themselves by a resort to any 
means that they may think adapted to 
their purpose.s. It is by such doctrine and 
belief or half-belief that they nerve and 
strengthen themselves and each other for 
the fearful work they have in hand. They 
uodoubtedly think it a point gained to 
satisfy their own consciences so far as 
they can and tke obliging consclencos 
are easily satisfied— not at all particular 
or disputatious. Ur. Licco'.n s adminis- 
tration, wkick was Ikeir administration, 
keld that censtitutioos and laws must give 
way when constitutioos and laws were 
deemed an obstacle to the prosecution of 
the war in their own way, but 
our radicait go infinitely beyond 
any principle or practice of iht deluded 
Lincoln and h'.t dishoneat coaasellors. 
They wear a liule disgtiise bow, but ’tif 
only a very little: and aher a brief whiii 
tven tbe little will be discarded. 

The veil of gauze or gossamer will be

L' nder this heading, one of the radical 
journals of Chicago, we forget which.

, of war; ia a state of peace they have no 
place whatever. When the war ended, 
ail paroles ended, and ail prisoners of 
war ia act aal custody, ao matter what in 
tact may have been done with them, 
should have been released or handed over 
to iLe civil authorities for trial. When 
, the war ended the laws of war everywhere 
tuhaided and the civil laws everywhere 
ruled. 

I A soldier who gave his parole at Appo- 
j mattox is therefore no longer bound by 
the parole, it was ended 'oy the ending of 
the war. II not pardoned, however, he is 
: an'uject to arrest and trial for treason nc- 
cordiag tn law, being meanwhile entitled 
j to the full enjoyment of all tbe rights of 
- citizenship. This ws believe to be kls 
exact itatua The liability ta arrest and 
trial, with a few exceptions, has of course 
never been more than merely nominal. In 
such cases the masses are artually the 
subjects not of trial but of amnesty.

I Emanuel liSutze died suddenly at Wash- 
ington on the evening of tbe 2i)tb of July, 
Witb him, America losaas one of ita moat 
prominent artlata ; and one whose equal 
may not be found fbr some time to come. 
He WM devoted to that department of 
art wbicb reqnirM tba most comprehen- 
tlve and ezbsltad artistic Inspiration, tbe 
paiming of btotorical aubjecto. His crea- 
tions were particularly interesting to the 
inhabltanta of tbto continent, because 
be selected chiefly epiaodoe from 
(be htotory of this young western 
repubbo tor bto sabject, creations which 
were bighly prized in tbe circles of con- 
noioMun, and which called forth admira- 
tion both In the atudiua and extaibitiona 
of Europe and in this country. It waa 
Iba combination of singular llfe-incl- 
dents, and tbe cultivating inflaence of 
two btmtopberes, so different in their na- 
tures, which, tegetber witb a magnificent 
talant and an Indefatigable industry,, 
made Mm tbe prominent artist he was. 

I It may have been a dlspanution of Prov- 
[ dance wbicb, abbnt the ymr 182Q, 
brought tbe fotber of tbe deceased arttot, 
b simple farmer, from the Kingilum ef 
Wurtemberg, to tbto counfryib aaarcb of 
a borne fbr bimaelf and bto fbmily. Tbe 
bero of Ibis akticb waa then about five 
years old. But lor this oocurrenco Amer- 
ica might to-day be without an artist, 
wbo uuderatood ao well to transfer tbe 
grMt deeda of its moat favorite sona, aud 
especially olWaobingtoD, upon tbe can- 
vas, Inspiring tbe Americau beholder 
witb that patriotic Mntiment which the 
fiea cUtizen of this glorlona republic 
cooatders bis most sacred Inhoritanca. 
If ever genius bod to struggle with aud 
uvercoma averse fortunes, to break a 
rood to that end, wbicb it bad recognized 
to be its deatiuation, that genius was 
Emanuel Leutze, tbe son of tbe poor 
Pennsylvania farmer whom benevolent 
friends sod patrons enabled to receive bis 
first, and only very deficient, artistic edu- 
cation at Philadelphia. The young man 
Ousted to hU talehti, and bto peraever- 
rooe carried bim victoriously over all 
ohetaclea. A picture painted by bim in 
I-itl, representing an Indian girl looking 
towards tbe setting sun, created quite a 
eensation by ita more glazing and daz- 
zling than artistic coloring, and cansod 
tba yoong artist to receive many well- 
laid orders, which enabled bim to return 
1 7 tbe land of hto birth, there to complete 
■nd finish hto studiN. Leasing, the cele- 
brated historical painter, of Dtvtoeldorf, 
took especial IntarMt in Lentzs, and bto 
advice and bis inflaence made a 
marked and beneficial impreosion upon his 
talented scholar, Lentzs also received 
many inspirations by bto travels to 
Munich and to Italy, For eighteen years, 
from IMl to 1839, he lived in Germany, 
and there ctealed hto series of btotorical 
palnlinga, which made him celebrated in 
both continenta. Prominent among tne 
number ol hia works were hto pslntings 
glorifying Columbus and Washington, 
‘uch as “Columbus before the Grand' 
Council ol Salamanca,” “Columbus in 
rhalns ” “^lumbna l«fora Ferdinand 
aud Isaballa,” “Washingt m at Mon- 
mouth,” “Washington cryrsing the 
Itolaware,” “Wasblngtoh In the bat- 
tle of Monongahela,” and “Washington 
at Princeton. ’ Binoe the year Kayi Leutze 
was kept busy painUng In fresco In tbe 
Capitol at Washington, the execution of 
which frescoee were given him by Con- 
With this work he has immortal- 
ized faiinMlf, for oa long as that substan- 
Hal edifice lasts hto name will be men- 
tioned in connection with its most valu- 
able embelltohmeni. I ntortunaiely he 
could not Gntoh hto task, for death car- 
ried him away in the middle of bto most 
energetic working, and after he had just 
< ompleied tbe ontllnee of a cartoon for 
thsftonsu ChamlMT, entitled “CivUiza- 
.UoB. He attained the age of fifty-two 
yeera-^ying enUrely too young for the 
inUrreot ol art. Two nations mourn hia 
loos, two uaUoDs who both claim him as 
tbeir own. But hto tome tm. hM over 
the grave, and coming geDerations will 
speak with rMpect and admiration about 
the German- American arttot whose In- 
spired brush was dedicated to the Muse 
of Hbtory, and who snoceeded ao well in 
immortalizing the life-like |>ictiires of 
cur beroee.
